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Two new flu cases 
identified in N.S. 

flu Two more mild cases of 
influenza A (H1N1), also 
known as swine flu, were 
reported in the province 
yesterday. 

That brings the total in 
Nova Scotia to 68 since the 
outbreak began April 26. 
All of the cases reported 
have been mild. 

The two new cases were 
identified during a re-test 
and are related to the origi¬ 
nal cluster at the Windsor- 
based King’s-Edgehill 
school.

These are the first new 
cases of swine flu reported 
this week in the province.

There’s also the 
Virgin Festival featur¬ 
ing The Tragically Hip 
and The Offspring Ju- Peter Kelly 
ly 4 and the Canadian 
Forces Halifax Rock Fest Aug. 2, 
which includes Chiclcenfoot and 
Our Lady Peace. The Multicultural 
Festival’s Supershow is at Dart¬ 
mouth’s Alderney Landing on 
June 26, with Paula Cole headlin¬ 
ing. In total, the mayor said, there 
will be 22 special events across 
HRM this summer. But Moncton 
offers up some stiff competition, 
with Bon Jovi hitting Magnetic 
Hill June 27 and AC/DC playing at 
the same venue Aug. 6. Promoter 
Harold MacKay said he’s not over¬ 
ly worried about facing off against 
Moncton for music fans and mon¬ 
ey. 

“We think the entertainment 
value for your dollar is pretty in¬ 
credible,” he said. “Hopefully peo¬ 
ple can find the resources to at¬ 
tend the (shows) that they want to 
see.”

The mere mention of Sir Paul Mc¬ 
Cartney sent music fans into a 
frenzy yesterday, when promoters 
officially announced the living 
legend would be sending all his 
loving to Halifax, the only Canadi¬ 
an stop on his summer tour. 

“We boldly announced that our 
Kiss show would be the largest 
event ever held on the Halifax 
Common,” Harold MacKay, presi¬ 
dent of Power Promotional Events, 
told a packed press 
conference at the 
World Trade and 
Convention Centre. 

“I’m here today to 
tell you that we were a little bit 
premature.” 

Although the outdoor Kiss con¬ 
cert July 18 is reason to rock, 
MacKay called the McCartney con¬ 
cert, which will take place a week 
earlier, “the largest and most ex¬ 
citing concert” ever to hit Halifax. 
He’ll bring almost as many py¬ 
rotechnics to the Common stage 
as Gene Simmons, MacKay said. 

MacKay hopes 60,000 people 
will fill the Commons for the July 
11 show featuring the former Bea- 
tle, named “the greatest rock and 
roll artist of all time” by Rolling 
Stone magazine. 

“This show, together with the 
Kiss show... and the Tall Ships Fes¬ 
tival beginning the same week is 
going to make Halifax the place to 
be,” he said. 

Rumours about the British icon 
leaning toward Halifax have been 
circulating for a while, but Metro 
Halifax first reported last week the 
concert this summer was pretty 
much set. Promoters confirmed 
the provincial government is 
pitching in $300,000 to put on the 
show, while HRM is providing 
$150,000. But officials wouldn’t 
say how much they’re paying Sir

The emotions involved in 
opening Nova Scotia’s new 
emergency department 
are “not unlike those of 
parents celebrating the 
birth of a new baby/’ 
deputy health minister 
Cheryl Doiron said yester¬ 
day. 

The $20.4-million “baby” 
at the Halifax Infirmary 
site of the Queen Elizabeth 
II Health Sciences Centre 
was revealed yesterday, 
with many major donors 
in attendance, including 
relatives of the late Charles 
Keating. The Dartmouth 
businessman’s family do¬ 
nated $2.1 million toward 
the facility, which was 
christened the Charles V. 
Keating Emergency and 
Trauma Centre. 

“He made it his life’s 
work to give back to the 
people of this province,” 
son Gregg Keating said in 
the new triage area, where 
his father’s name is etched 
on the wall. “Some of his 
final words to me were 
‘Gregg, keep giving, we 
need a better hospital.’” 


Dr. Sam Campbell, chief 
of the QEII’s emergency 
department, said patients 
can wait between six and 
eight hours for treatment 
on a busy day, but “we’re 
hoping that you’ll at least 
be seen ... within an hour” 
under the new system. 

Premier Rodney Mac¬ 
Donald was there for the 
fanfare surrounding the 
opening, pointing out the 
Tory government dedicat¬ 
ed $17 million for “one of 


the best health-care teach¬ 
ing facilities in the country 
and the largest emergency 
health centre in Atlantic 
Canada.” 

MacDonald said the spe¬ 
cialized trauma rooms, ex¬ 
tra ambulance bays and 
state-of-the-art equipment 
greatly enhance the QEII. 
“It will increase privacy 
and comfort for patients, 
provide infectious disease 
control (and) improve 
working conditions.” 


But after the announce¬ 
ment he came under fire 
from reporters, who asked 
if he was politicizing a pos¬ 
itive event during an elec¬ 
tion campaign. “As Pre¬ 
mier of Nova Scotia, I was 
here to do the ground¬ 
breaking,” MacDonald 
said. “This is about pa¬ 
tients. It’s about people.” 

Capital Health represen¬ 
tatives say patients will be¬ 
gin transferring to the cen¬ 
tre overnight June 23. 


Dexter slams MacDonald, stands by ER promise

NDP Leader Darrell Dexter 
said his goal is to have 
every emergency room in 
the province open 24-7. 

That won’t be easy, how¬ 
ever, considering Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s endemic problem 
with rural ER closures. The 
issue has been used fre¬ 
quently as a weapon by 


Dexter in the election cam¬ 
paign. 

Yesterday as Premier 
Rodney MacDonald was on 
hand at the unveiling of a 
new trauma centre in Hali¬ 
fax, Dexter dismissed it as 
a political stunt. 

“I just think it is so iron¬ 
ic that he wants to take 
credit for an ER opening 
when he was nowhere to 
be found when ERs were 
closing,” he said at a morn¬ 


ing news conference. 

Reporters then asked if 
it’s accurate to say every 
ER will be open 24-7 under 
an NDP government. 

“It will be accurate to say 
that I accept the responsi¬ 
bility to make sure that 
those ERs are open,” he 
said. 

Dexter said the money 
for rural doctors is budget¬ 
ed, they just need incen¬ 
tives to go there. 


The Tories accused Dex¬ 
ter of back peddling and 
fudging his words after he 
used the word “try” when 
talking about keeping ERs 
open in Tuesday’s election 
debate. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said yesterday he 
believes all ERs can be per¬ 
manently open, but the 
NDP can’t afford to balance 
it with all their other 
promises. 


Liberals set to unveil 
campaign platform

The Nova Scotia Liberals 
will put all of their cards 
on the table today. 

They had been the last 
party to release an election 
platform, but will do that 
this morning. 

Both of the other parties 
have taken heat for their 
plans so far. 

The NDP released its 
platform early last week 
and were berated by other 
parties who called it flimsy 
and unrealistic. 

The Tories still plan to 
release an official plat¬ 
form, but much of it was 
revealed in their short¬ 
lived spring budget last 
month. That was criticized 
for being in deficit, though 
the government fell before 
it could be debated. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil said yesterday he 
isn’t worried about taking 
heat with his platform. 

“I’ve been coming out 


with policy positions all 
along,” he said. 

“There’s been plenty of 
criticism about us, but 
we’ve continued to run a 
positive campaign.” 

The Liberal platform is 
likely to be quite different 
than the other two parties. 
McNeil strongly criticized 
the NDP for reintroducing 
what he 
1 called the 
Tory budget 
with minor 
changes. He 
also said the 
NDP plan to 
have a bal¬ 
anced budg¬ 
et while 
meeting 
their prom¬ 
ises was impossible and 
unrealistic. 

But yesterday McNeil 
held off on details of how 
and when his platform 
would balance the books. 

“It’ll be a very balanced 
approach, and will be cost¬ 
ed over a four-year period,” 
he said.

If you’re around Pier 21 
this week, expect a little 
taste of what the upcom¬ 
ing tall ships festival in 
Halifax will be like this 
summer. 

The Esmeralda, a 
Chilean Navy training ves¬ 
sel, will be docked in Hali¬ 
fax Harbour until Satur¬ 
day, when it heads to 
Boston, the next stop on its 
five-month trip along the 
coast of the Americas. 

Colin MacLean, head of 
the Waterfront Develop¬ 
ment Corp., was on-hand 
to give the Esmeralda an 
official welcome yesterday 
morning. MacLean’s com¬ 
pany is running the 2009 
Tall Ships Nova Scotia Fes¬ 
tival, which will be held in 
Halifax July 16 to 20 and 
see between 40 and 50 
ships visiting the city. 

MacLean says events like 
the Esmeralda’s visit and 
the tall ships festival is 
about “Halifax being part 
of an international com¬ 
munity.” 

As for people coming to 
see them, MacLean says 
they’ll “get a sense of what 
the golden age of sail was 
like, when our waterfront 
was filled with these types 
of vessels.” 

The Esmeralda’s pristine 
white hull is almost as 
long as two hockey rinks. 
According to Lieut. Alexan¬ 
der Lemay, one of the 
ship’s officers, it takes a 
full crew about 30 minutes 
to hoist all of its 37 sails. 

New graduates from 
Chile’s naval academy 
have been training on the 
tall ship since 1954. Ac¬ 
cording to Lemay, there 
are currently about 150 
trainees on board. 

A look at the Esmeral¬ 
da’s history shows the ship 


has some blood on its hull. 
During the 1970s, when 
General Pinochet seized 
control of Chile, over a 100 
people were detained and 
tortured onboard the Es¬ 
meralda. 

The ship was also the site 
of the high-profile murder 
of Miguel Woodward, a 


British-Chilean priest. 

The Esmeralda is 
moored near the intersec¬ 
tion of Morris and Lower 
Water Street the next 
three days. Those interest¬ 
ed in taking a look on¬ 
board can do so today and 
tomorrow from 1 p.m. to 6 
p.m., free of charge. 


Write-in ballots a voting option 


Few Nova Scotians vote by 
write-in ballot, but the op¬ 
tion is available in the up¬ 
coming provincial election. 

Elections Nova Scotia’s 
website says 2,980 elec¬ 
tors voted by write-in bal¬ 
lot in the 2006 general 
election, compared to 
2,782 in 2003. 

Dana Doiron, a 
spokesperson for Elec¬ 
tions Nova Scotia, said the 
number represents less 
than one per cent of bal¬ 
lots cast, compared to fed¬ 
eral elections, where the 
number may be closer to 
six per cent. 

Doiron suggested until 
electronic voting becomes 
a reality in Nova Scotia,

“We’ve been going for 30 
years and so there is a ten¬ 
dency to take us for grant¬ 
ed,” Ian Fraser said yester¬ 
day at a media launch 
event. 

That’s a mistake, he 
added, because not only is 
the Tattoo completely dif¬ 
ferent every year, but it also 
brings “an incredible 
amount of money” to the 
province. 

A Tattoo press release 
said tourists who came to 
see the show in 2008 
brought almost $53 million 
to the province. 

Fraser is confident in the 
success of this year’s show, 
even though the Tattoo is 
facing the challenges of an 
economic recession and 
new passport regulations at 
the U.S. border. Ticket sales 
are going just as fast as last 
year, he said, and drawing 
new audiences remains one 


of their priorities. 

“Frankly, if we don’t 
draw tourists to this 
province, it makes no sense 
for the provincial govern¬ 
ment to give us any mon¬ 
ey,” he said. 

This year’s Tattoo will 
run at the Halifax Metro 
Centre from July 1 to 8. It 
will feature around 2,000 
performers from nine dif¬ 
ferent countries.

Police search for Stafford’s body 


crime While a murder 
charge was being levelled 
in her hometown, the 
search for Tori Stafford’s 
remains moved yesterday 
to an area north of 
Guelph, Ont.

CIDA spent $2.8 billion 
on development aid in fis¬ 
cal 2005-06, which ac¬ 
counted for 78 per cent of 
what the federal govern¬ 
ment spent on internation¬ 
al aid that year.

Irish priests abused 
children, report says 


Priests beat and raped 
children during decades of 
abuse in Catholic-run insti¬ 
tutions in Ireland, a report 
said yesterday. 

The Commission to In¬ 
quire into Child Abuse, es¬ 
tablished by the govern¬ 
ment in 2000, blasted suc¬ 
cessive generations of 
priests, nuns and Brothers 
for beating, starving and, in 
some cases raping children 
in Ireland’s network of in¬ 
dustrial and reformatory 
schools between the 1930s 
and 1990s. 

“A climate of fear, created 
by pervasive, excessive and 
arbitrary punishment, per¬ 
meated most of the institu¬ 
tions and all those run for 
boys,” the report said. 

“Children lived with the

coming from.” 

The five-volume report, 
published after a nine-year 
investigation into institu¬ 
tions now closed down, also 
slammed the Irish Depart¬ 
ment of Education for its 
deferential attitude to the 
religious orders and its fail¬ 
ure to stop the abuse. 

The Commission inter¬ 


viewed 1,090 men and 
women who were housed 
in 216 institutions includ¬ 
ing children’s homes, hospi¬ 
tals and schools. 

Tom Sweeney, who spent 
five years at industrial 
schools including two years 
at one where the report said 
sexual abuse was a “chronic 
problem,” said the Artane 
Industrial School continued 
to haunt its former resi¬ 
dents. 

“Anybody that came into 
Artane did not come out a 
happy person and unfortu¬ 
nately there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple that have committed 
suicide, there are a lot of 
people that have ended up 
in hospitals and they have 
been forgotten about.”

Attacks threatening girls' education 


Afghanistan After years of 
progress, girls’ education 
in Afghanistan has been 
set back by recent attacks 
on schools that have fright¬ 
ened parents into keeping 
their daughters at home, a 
UN official said yesterday. 

Daniel Toole, South Asia 
director for UNICEF, said 
families are becoming fear¬ 
ful about educating their 
daughters as the Taliban 
insurgency gathers 

strength. 

“What we are starting to 
see is that families are in¬ 
deed afraid to send their 
girls to school,” he said, lit¬ 
tle more than a week after 


two gas attacks at schools 
north of Kabul put nearly 
150 students in hospital. 

Girls education was 
probably worse now than a 
year ago, Toole said, revers¬ 
ing a trend of improve¬ 
ments over the last few 
years. 

“In general, the situation 
is so much better than 
three or four years ago, 
that we have to recognize 
that,” he said, adding that 
around 1.7 million girls 
were enrolled at school. 

The Taliban banned girls 
education when in power 
from 1996-2001, and in re¬ 
cent years militants linked

to the hardline Islamists 
have destroyed schools and 
attacked students.

FLU Mexico City's mayor wants 
to deploy pop stars Bono and 
Shakira to help put the Mexi¬ 
can capital back on the map as 
a tourist destination after the 
outbreak of Influenza A 
(H1N1), also known as swine 
flu, scared away visitors.

Fighting in the 
Swat valley and the neighbour¬ 
ing districts of Buner and Dir 
has forced about 1.5 million 
people from their homes in 
addition to about 550,000 peo¬ 
ple displaced earlier. 

MISSILE Iran has successfully 
launched a missile with a 
range of 2,000 to 3,000 
kilometres and a configuration 
that appears consistent with 
its Ashura models, a U.S. 
defence official said yesterday. 
But the official, who spoke on 


condition of anonymity, said 
the Pentagon had yet to ana¬ 
lyze technical data that would 
provide clues to the missile's 
flight trajectory and target. 

IRAQ A parked car bomb 
ripped through a poor Shiite 
area of northwest Baghdad 
yesterday, killing 35 people 
and wounding 72 others near 
a popular restaurant, police 
said.

Pinching pennies 

Savings rates may double, report predicts 


The trend toward saving 
more and shopping Less 
could last for up to five 
years, as Canadians try to 
rebuild their personal sav¬ 
ings amid languishing 
house and stock prices and 
painful memories of the 
recession, a new economic 
report suggests. 

Calling it a “shift to 
thrift,” the report, by TD 
Bank economist Diana Pe- 
tramala, says consumer 
savings rates are already 
on the rise and could con¬ 
tinue to climb as Canadi¬ 
ans try to regain financial 
security. 

Petramala predicts that 
savings rates could rise to 
between six and seven per 
cent — double the average 
of the preceding five years. 

Low interest rates and 
soaring real-estate values 
meant consumers could

spend with borrowed mon¬ 
ey and still feel rich. But 
the economic boom came 
to an abrupt end, as did 
the spending spree. 

“We’re spending a lot 
less on discretionary items, 
big-ticket items and cars. 
People are also cutting 
back on discretionary trav¬ 
el expenses,” Petramala 
said in an interview 

Savings rates began 
climbing last year, reach¬ 
ing a six-year high of 4.7 
per cent by the end of 


2008, up from an average 
of 2.9 per cent for the pre¬ 
vious five-year period. 

Personal savings rates 
had fallen in the past be¬ 
cause people were getting 
wealthier without setting 
more money aside, Petra¬ 
mala noted. 

“However, 2008 has 
proven to be a rude awak¬ 
ening,” Petramala added. 

“Canadians have become 
increasingly concerned 
about their future 
prospects, as reflected in 
the drop in consumer con¬ 
fidence to a 26-year low.” 

Consumers will likely 
continue to save more and 
spend less during the next 
economic upturn since the 
era of record-high capital 
gains and record-low inter¬ 
est rates is unlikely to be 
repeated, Petramala pre¬ 
dicted.

Inflation rate hits 14-year low

economy Canada’s annual 
inflation rate in April 
dropped to a 14-year low of 
just 0.4 per cent, a move 
analysts said meant the 
Bank of Canada would be 
in no rush to raise record- 
low interest rates. 

The rate dropped from 
1.2 per cent in March on 
lower energy prices, Statis¬ 


tics Canada said yesterday. 

The central bank last 
month cut its benchmark 
interest rate to 0.25 per 
cent and promised to keep 
it there until mid-2010 as 
long as inflation remained 
tame.

The Halifax Mooseheads 
appear to be working on a 
deal to acquire highly- 
touted defenceman 
Garrett Clarke. 

A source has told Metro 
Halifax the Mooseheads are 
close to acquiring Clarke, a 
17-year-old who was picked 
sixth overall by the Lewis¬ 
ton Maineiacs in last year’s 
draft. 

The Mooseheads, desper¬ 
ate for defensive depth, 
may have to surrender an 
offensive-minded 19- or 20- 
year-old forward and a late 
draft choice to secure 
Clarke’s services. 

Mooseheads general 
manager Cam Russell, 
reached yesterday at the 
Memorial Cup, wouldn’t 
confirm interest in Clarke, 
but said defensive depth is 
at the top of his trade wish 
list. 

“If you look at all the 
strong, competitive, consis¬ 
tent teams, they build from 
the net out,” said Russell. 
“They have good goaltend¬ 
ing and at least four top- 
notch defencemen, and 
that’s where we’re trying to 
improve our hockey team.” 

The Mooseheads could 
use the help. Other than 19- 
year-olds Gabriel O’Connor 
and Pascal Amyot, there are 


no bona fide top-four de¬ 
fencemen on the 2009-10 
roster. Alex MacDonald, a 
rookie last season, could as¬ 
cend to that group. 

International Scouting 
Service described Clarke 
last year as a “highly skilled 
offensive defenceman” and 
a “tough player to play 
against” with “a mean 
streak.” He tallied six goals 
and three assists in 46 
games as a rookie with 
Lewiston and served a 15- 


game suspension for a 
cross-checking incident. 

There is also talk the 
Mooseheads could land an 
over-age defenceman from 
the Memorial Cup host Ri- 
mouski Oceanic to com¬ 
plete last December’s Lo¬ 
gan MacMillan trade.

Even before Czech sniper 
Jan Stransky decided to 
leave the Halifax Moose¬ 
heads in early May, he had¬ 
n’t exactly endeared him¬ 
self to general manager 
Cam Russell.

Russell said he wanted 
Stransky’s “No. 1 priority 
to be to help the Moose¬ 
heads win hockey games.” 

Although Stransky led 
the Mooseheads in scoring 
after coming over in a mid¬ 
season trade from 


Gatineau, Russell and con¬ 
sultant Bob (Tipper) 
LeBlanc went to the world 
under-18 championship in 
April to scout potential re¬ 
placements. 

“We were keeping 
our options open,” 
said Russell. 

They were also 
looking for ways to 
move up from the 
No. 28 spot in June’s 
Canadian Hockey 
League import draft. 

“If that would have 
happened, the possi¬ 
bility would have 
been there to replace him 
anyway,” said Russell.

Canada really only has 
two seasons: Skiing and 
patio. This year it’s all 
about bringing the patio 
into the backyard. 

“The major trend is out¬ 
door lounging,” says Ken¬ 
nedy McRae, one of the 
founders of the landscape 
design firm Earth Inc. and 
host of HGTV’s Dirty Busi¬ 
ness. 

“Everyone’s buying long 
couches and corner sec¬ 
tionals. It’s not just about a 
formal sitting area any¬ 
more. There’s a table area 
and then there’s the lciclc- 
back-and-hang-out area.” 

The idea is to move your 
inside outside for the three 
or so coveted months of 
warm weather. “It’s about 
extending your living 
area,” says McRae. “Your 
backyard is the biggest 
room you own — often the 
same size as your house. To 
not use it is crazy.” 

But the expense doesn’t 
have to be. 

“Do not spend the mon¬ 
ey on the flooring. Half the 
space is going to be taken 
up by furniture anyway,” 
McRae says. “Do a pea grav¬ 
el patio. It gives a little on 
all the legs of your furni¬ 
ture so there’s no rocking. 
There’s a really relaxed 


feeling to gravel. It’s more 
down to earth and adds a 
little whimsy.” 

But if you want the struc¬ 
ture of a deck, “get a con¬ 
tractor to come in and do 
the framing but then do 
the decking yourself,” sug¬ 
gests Mag Ruffman, tool- 
girl of toolgirl.com. “All 
you’re doing is nailing or 
screwing boards down and 
anybody can figure that 
out.” 

For a long-term invest¬ 


ment, go with composite 
decking, suggests Frank 
Turco, colour trend and de¬ 
sign manager at The Home 
Depot. “It’s a huge trend,” 
says Turco. “It’s not inex¬ 
pensive, but it’s a mainte¬ 
nance-free product guaran¬ 
teed for 25 to 30 years, de¬ 
pending on the brand.” 

Otherwise, spend the 
money on verticals. “Verti¬ 
cal elements like a stream 
or a tree are more of a wow 
factor,” says McRae. “Any¬ 


thing upright creates more 
sense of space. A collection 
of tree trunks works great. 
Or try multi-stem trees 
that make it feel like 
there’s more than one.” 

The same goes for gar¬ 
dening. “Vertical garden¬ 
ing is huge,” says Turco. 
“Instead of just planting in¬ 
to the ground, people are 
planting up the wall. So 
you’re getting a lot more 
vertical florals available on 
the marketplace.”

Where to get a permit in HRM

If you’re doing serious 
home renovations, you 
need permission. Don’t try 
and sneak past the law. 

“Sooner or later, one of 
your neighbours is going 
to call and ask whether 
you’ve got a permit,” says 
Jim Donovan, manager of 
permits and inspections 
for HRM. If you don’t have 
one, “you’ve just broken 
the law. You risk being 
fined, and beyond that, 
you risk (the project) end¬ 
ing in non-compliance.” 

That means the whole 
thing comes to a crashing 
halt. “For the price — $50 
or $100 or $150 — why 
wouldn’t you want the 
support of someone who is 
going to look after your in¬ 
terests?” he asks. 

A permit is required for 


any kind of structural 
work or something with a 
value if more than $5,000. 
There is one provincial 
building code, which is ad¬ 
ministered at a municipal 
level. 

“As a homeowner, you 
are responsible for what 
happens on your property, 
regardless (of) if you’ve 
hired someone,” Donovan 
explains. “(The permit 


process) allows you access 
to an objective expert you 
can consult with in terms 
of the adequacy of the con¬ 
struction as it’s ongoing.” 

First, check the zoning 
laws to make sure your 
project is allowed. Next, 
you need a construction 
permit, which houses all of 
the necessary approvals. In 
the case of a home renova¬ 
tion, that will likely be a 


development permit and a 
building permit. 

The building inspector 
will contact you to discuss 
the application. You’ll 
need a site plan showing 
your building on the lot, 
distances to boundaries 
and plans describing the 
structural elements you in¬ 
tend to use. 

“Most folks could create 
their own,” Donovan says, 
“as long as they know the 
assembly process and the 
components.” 

If you can sketch it and 
show where the walls will 
go and what you will use to 
build them, you should be 
fine. 

“The more adequate the 
submission, in terms of 
technical document, the 
more smoothly the process 
flows,” he says. 

If that’s out of your skill 
set, get a professional con¬ 
tractor to do it.

Quinoa may seem like a 
new grain, but in fact it 
was a staple of the ancient 
Incas. Pronounced keen- 
wah, it is so high in 
protein — 13 per cent — 
that the United Nations 
classified it as a super 
crop. It has more protein 
than any other grain and 
all eight essential amino 
acids. It is also higher in 
unsaturated fats, lower in 
carbohydrates than most 
grains and high in fibre. 

Aside from its fab health 
properties, it is easy and 
quick to cook and has a 
light, fluffy texture with a 


mild, slightly nutty 
flavour. What’s not to like? 
It makes a nice change 
from couscous or rice, and 
one cup makes a generous 
four cups. 

The grains are naturally 
coated with a bitter resin 
called saponin. This resin 
can be removed by wash¬ 
ing but is often removed 
by mechanically polishing. 
Look for whole grain 
quinoa and read the pack¬ 
age, as some have already 
been rinsed and air dried, 
so it’s good to go without 
the rinsing.

• 1/2 lb (250 g) cooked as¬ 
paragus* (grilled or 
steamed), cut into 1 inch 


(2.5 cm) pieces 

• 1 red or yellow pepper, 
diced 

• 3 to 4 green onions, 
sliced 

• 1 cup (250 ml) halved 
cherry tomatoes 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) 
crumbed feta cheese 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) toasted 
walnuts or pecan halves, 
optional 

METHOD: 

Place quinoa in a medium 
saucepan with water and 
salt or broth; bring to boil. 


Reduce heat, cover and 
simmer 15 minutes or un¬ 
til tender. If necessary, 
drain off any liquid. Trans¬ 
fer to large bowl and fluff 
with a fork. 

Meanwhile whisk oil, 
lemon juice, garlic, 
oregano, salt and pepper 
together. Prepare vegeta¬ 
bles. 

Add vegetables to 
quinoa, pour dressing over 
all and toss well. Sprinkle 
with feta cheese and nuts 
just before serving. 

* Use a seasonal vegetable 
when asparagus is not in 
season, green or yellow 
wax beans, broccoli, etc., 
as they become available. 

Tips: 

• For a roasted flavour (pi- 
laf style), toast quinoa in a 
dry skillet for about 5 min¬ 
utes, stirring often. Add 
two parts liquid to one 
part quinoa (same propor¬ 
tions as above), bring to a 
boil. Reduce heat, cover 
and simmer 15 minutes or 
until tender.

Grilled Mustard Sage Pork 
Tenderloin and Potato Salad 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) each Dijon 
mustard and grainy mus¬ 
tard 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) minced 
fresh sage (or 1/2 tsp/2 ml 
dried) 

• 1 tbsp (15 ml) each extra¬ 
virgin olive oil and cider 
vinegar

• 1 lb (500 g) pork tender¬ 
loin

onnaise 

• 2 tbsp (25 ml) chopped 
gherkin pickles 

• 2 green onions, chopped 

METHOD: 

In glass bowl, combine Di¬ 
jon and grainy mustards, 
sage, oil, vinegar, sugar 


and garlic. Remove 1 tbsp 
(15 ml) and reserve for po¬ 
tato salad. Add pork to 
bowl, turning to coat. Cov¬ 
er and refrigerate for 10 
minutes or for up to 8 
hours. 

Place pork on greased 
grill over medium heat; 
close lid and grill, turning 
once, until juices run clear 
when pork is pierced and 
just a hint of pink remains 
inside, about 20 minutes. 
Sprinkle with half each of 
the salt and pepper. Let 
stand for 5 minutes before 
slicing. 

Meanwhile, in saucepan 
of boiling salted water, 
cover and cook potatoes 
until tender, about 10 min¬ 
utes. Drain; let cool.

Don’t cry for 
me, Argentina 


' isiting a wine 
producing 
country for the 
first time is a 
lot like finally 
meeting a celebrity you're 
crazy about. 

What you hope against 
hope is that they'll live up to 
your expectations in person. 
Well, after a week in Ar¬ 
gentina last month I can offi¬ 
cially tell you that the land 
of red wine (and whites 
too), red meat and amazing 
empanadas more than lives 
up to its liquid reputation. 

The province of Mendoza 
is ground zero for great vi¬ 
no. There malbec is king 
and tasting a series of wines 
with Daniel Pi — chief wine¬ 
maker for Trapiche — 
brought that fact home loud 
and clear. If you don't know 
the grape Trapiche’s 2007 
Malbec ($8.85 - $11.99) is 
the place to start. Not too 
spicy or juicy; its ripe core of 
bright black fruit is easy to 
drink and barbecue-friendly. 

One of the most original 
wines I tried came from the 
minds at Masi. The Italian 
wine producer set up shop 
in Mendoza's Tupungato 
Valley to blend malbec with 
corvina (a grape originally 
from Italy's Veneto region). 
The resulting Masi Tupunga¬ 
to 2007 Passo Doble ($13-95 
- $17-99) is a beef-loving, 
new wave South American 
with Old World roots.

Confused? Not as con¬ 
fused as supposedly exe¬ 
cuted death-row prisoner 
Marcus Wright (Sam Wor¬ 
thington, who’s very good 
in an underwritten role), 
who literally wakes up af¬ 
ter a nuclear blast and 
spends much of the 
movie’s running time 
stumbling about the desert 
evading android annihila¬ 
tion. 

Speaking of confusion, 
those unfamiliar with at 
the least the first film 
won’t have a robo-chance 
figuring out the time-twist¬ 
ing storyline or caring 
about any of the blank- 
eyed characters (including

Comedy top display in Museum

When Night at the Muse¬ 
um hit theatres in 2006, 
there was little pressure 
on Shawn Levy. 

Sure, the Montreal-born 
director expected his movie 
to do well (Ben Stiller had a 
decent track record, after 
all) but he never would’ve 
predicted the comedy 
would pull in nearly $575 
million US worldwide. 

So when Levy was ap¬ 
proached to make the 
blockbuster’s highly antici¬ 
pated sequel, he naturally 
felt a twinge of anxiety. 

“It was daunting because 
there was so much good¬ 
will towards the first movie 
and we only wanted to 
make a sequel if we could 
make it better than the 
first,” said Levy over the 
phone from a Hollywood 
soundstage. 

“In that regard, the pres¬ 
sure was self-inflicted. Ben 
and I wanted to make a 
movie that was not just big¬ 
ger, but actually better.” 

As such, Night at the Mu¬

seum: Battle of the Smith¬ 
sonian was born. In the¬ 
atres tomorrow, the sequel 
finds ex-guard Larry Daley 
(Stiller) keeping tabs on the 
nocturnally resurrected 
museum artifacts when 
they get shipped to the 
Smithsonian and facing an 
ancient evil pharaoh (Hank 
Azaria). 

“Part of (the key to suc¬ 
cess) was setting the movie 


at the biggest museum in 
the world, (where we were) 
guaranteed an escalation of 
scale,” said Levy. 

“Because the Smithson¬ 
ian is 19 different muse¬ 
ums, the range of exhibits 
promises real diversity in 
the sequences.” 

But Battle of the Smith¬ 
sonian would be nowhere 
without its indulgence in 
computer effects as well. 


Movie feature 


The comedy relies on a 
massive amount of CGI, an¬ 
imating everything from a 
Teddy Roosevelt bust to the 
Abe Lincoln Memorial. 

“The daily challenge of 
being the director of this 
movie is keeping the bal¬ 
ance right between comedy 
and CGI and understanding 
the comedy comes first 
every time.” 

CGI created other chal¬ 
lenges as well. Since Stiller 
is not a fan of working op¬ 
posite non-existent charac¬ 
ters, scenes that involved 
conversations with com¬ 
puter-generated objects 
(like an Einstein bobble- 
head doll) became tricky. 
But Levy found a way 
around it. 

“Every time Ben acted 
with a (computer-generat¬ 
ed) character, I played the 
character,” admitted Levy. 
“He likes reacting off 
something real so there’s a 
lot of embarrassing off¬ 
screen acting done by me 
in the making of these 
movies.”

Teriyaki 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 fresh or frozen and 
thawed halibut steaks 
1/4 cup (50 ml) water 
1/4 cup (50 ml low-sodium 
soy sauce 

1/4 cup (50 ml) dry sherry 
or low-sodium chicken 
broth 

1 tbsp (15 ml) sugar 

2 tsp (10 ml) dry mustard 
1 tsp (5 ml) ground ginger 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

METHOD: 

1 . Rinse fish and pat dry. 
For marinade: In jar with 
tight-fitting lid, combine 
water, soy sauce, dry sher¬ 
ry, sugar, mustard, ginger 
and garlic. Cover; shake 
well. Pour marinade into 
large heavy-duty plastic 


bag. Add fish. Close bag. 
Refrigerate 2 to 3 hours, 
turning bag occasionally. 

2 . Preheat broiler. Drain 
fish, reserving marinade. 
Arrange fish on lightly 
greased rack of broiler 
pan. Brush fish with 
reserved marinade. Broil 5 
in. (13 cm) from heat 5 
minutes. Using wide spat¬ 
ula, carefully turn fish 
over. Brush with reserved 
marinade. Broil 5 to 7 min¬ 
utes more or until fish 
flakes when tested with 
fork.
